REGENT  STREET  SCHOOL  FOR  MENTALLY  DEFECTIVE 

CHILDREN. 

Frequent  visits  have  been  paid  to  this  School  by  the  School 
Medical  Officer,  and  the  ch’ldren  have  thus  been  kept  under 
medical  supervision. 

There  is  much  need  for  a special  school  (or  classes)  for  back- 
ward children  and  those  on  the  border  line  of  mental  defect. 

If  left  at  ordinary  school,  where  individual  attention  is  im- 
possible, these  children  have  little  chance  of  making  up  lost  ground, 
and  there  is  an  objection  to  sending  them  to  a school  where  there 
are  marked  cases  of  mental  defect. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

All  children  attending  School  who  had  at  any  time  been  noti- 
fied to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  suffering  from  Tuberculosis 
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were  specially  examined  by  the  School  Medical  Inspector  as  in 
previous  years. 

43  ch’ldren  were  thus  examined,  and  ins-tructions  given  as 
regards  their  further  attendance  at  school. 

35  new  cases  were  detected  during  the  routine  or  special  ex- 
amination  of  school  children  and  were  notified  by  the  School 
Medical  Inspector  tO'  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis  “ Contacts.'" 

Children  who  have  lived  in  the  same  houses  as  cases  of  Tuber- 
culosis were  also  examined  at  school  as  in  previous  years. 

545  “ contacts  ” were  thus  specially  examined.  Four  cases  of 
the  disease  were  found  among  these  children. 


OPEN-AIR  CLASSES. 

These  Classes,  held  at  Accrington  Road  and  Bangor  Street 
Schools  and  in  the  Corporation  Park,  were  carried  on  as  in  pre- 
vious years. 

Provision  is  made  for  72  children,  and  all  adm'ssions  and  dis- 
charges are  made  by  the  School  Medical  Officers. 

During  the  year  59  children  were  discharged  from  these 
Classes,  as  follows  : —

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The  increase  in  weight  gained,  as  shown  by  the  above  figures, 
exceeds  the  usual  average  increase  of  4lbs.  per  annum  in  the  normal 
child.  This  fact  in  itself  proves  the  value  of  these  Classes.  All 
the  children  discharged  were  improved  in  general  health  and 
physique. 

Of  the  72  children  attending  the  Classes,  two  only  at  the  end 
of  the  year  failed  to  benefit,  their  increase  in  weight  being  less 
than  am  average  of  3lbs.  per  annum,  and  their  general  condition 
remaining  stationary. 

All  the  children  are  medically  examined  every  three  months, 
and  their  weights  and  heights  carefully  compared. 


I am  indebted  to  the  Director  of  Educat’on  for  the  following 
particulars  relating  to  Physical  Training  and  the  employment  of 
children  of  school  age  : — 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

Throughout  the  year,  boys  and  girls  in  Standard  V.  and  up- 
wards, from  18  departments  of  Public  Elementary  Schools,  have 
attended  the  Harrison  Gymnasium  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
Physical  Training.  The  total  number  of  attendances  made  were  ; — 
Boys,  21,581  ; Girls,  20,332.  The  average  weekly  attendance 
was  892. 

The  lessons  have  been  very  much  appreciated  by  the  children, 
who  have  each  week  looked  forward  eagerly  tO'  their  visits.  The 
instruction  has  had  beneficial  effects  on  the  growth  and  physical 
development  of  the  children. 

One  or  two  additional  Centres  are  required,  so'  as  to  make  it 
poss  ble  to'  extend  the  system  to  all  the  schools  in  the  town,  so  far 
as  the  upper  standards  are  concerned.  Other  methods  will  be 
necessary  to  make  the  scheme  of  training  continuous  from 
Standard  1 upwards.

INSPECTION  CLINIC. 

Children,  excluded  or  absent  from  school  on  account  of  their 
suffering-  from  contagious  ailments  such  as  Ringworm,  Impetigoi, 
Scabies,  or  from  profuse  and  offensive  ear  discharge  or  on  account 
of  their  being*  in  a dirty  and  verminous  condition,  are  as  far  as 
possible  induced  to  attend  the  inspection  clinic.  At  their  first  visit 
they  are  seen  by  the  School  Aledioal  Inspector,  who'  ascertains  the 
nature  of  their  ailments.  Subsequently  they  are  kept  under  obser- 
vation at  the  clinic  to  see  whether  adequate  treatment  lis  being 
obtained,  and  are  examined  periodically  by  the  School  Medical 
Inspector  to  decide  whether  or  no  they  are  fit  to  return  to  School. 

The  Clinic  is  open  on  Tuesday  and  Friday  afternoons. 

1,018  children  attended  the  Clinic  during  the  year,  and  made 
a total  of  3,087  attendances.

TREATMENT  CLINIC. 

During  the  year  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments,  necessitating 
exclusion  from  vSchool,  was  carried  out  by  the  School  Nurses 
under  the  supervision  of  the  School  Medical  Inspector.  The  Clinic 
is  open  every  morning. 

103  children  attended  the  Clinic  during  the  year,  and  made  a 
total  of  1337  attendances,  as  follows  : —

In  comparing  the  figures  of  this  Table  with  the  average 
periods  of  exclusion  from  School  given  above,  it  must  be  taken 
into  account  that  the  more  severe  and  chronic  cases  tend  to  come 
for  treatment  at  the  Clinic,  and  that  Ringworm  is  treated  by  drugs 
and  not  by  X-rays.  It  is  also  found  to  be  difficult  to  obtain  the 
regular  attendance  of  the  affected  children  for  treatment. 

An  extension  of  the  work  carried  on  at  the  Treatment  Clinic  is 
very  desirable,  and  a special  report  has  been  submitted  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  subject.  The  suggested  extensions  include  the  fol- 
lowing : — 

Treatment  of  Dental  Defects. 

,,  Defective  Vision. 

,,  Enlarged  Tonsils  and  Adenoids. 

,,  Ringworm  by  X-rays. 

The  School  Nurses  paid  1,649  visits  to  the  homes  of  children 
found  at  School  to  be  in  a dirty  or  verminous  condition. 


INTERVIEWS  WITH  PARENTS  OF  CHILDREN  FOUND 
DEFECTIVE. 

334  parents  were  interviewed  at  the  Health  Office  by  the 
School  Medical  Inspector  during  the  year. 
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THE  FOLLOWING  UP  OF  CASES  FOUND  TO  BE 
DEFECTIVE  AT  THE  ROUTINE  INSPECTION. 

The  work  of  following-  up  has  been  continued  as  in  previous 
years. 

Table  IV.  of  the  Board  of  Education  shows  the  extent  to 
which  treatment  has  been  obtained  for  the  various  defects.  It 
will  be  seen  that  only  36  per  cent,  of  the  children  suffering  from 
dental  caries  aud  35  per  cent,  of  those  suffering  from  defective 
vision  received  treatment. 

The  School  Nurses  paid  1,231  visits  to  the  homes  of  children 
in  connection  with  these  cases.
